NORTH  CAROLINA  AND  THE  RIGHT  OF 
PETITION. 

New  Fork,  Feb.  28,  1840. 

Dear  Sir: — I  notice  that  among  the  gentlemen 
in  our  present  House  of  Representatives  who  have 
taken  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  opposition  to  the 
Right  of  petition,  few  have  made  themselves  more 
conspicuous  than  Messrs.  Stanley  and  Bynum, 
from  North  Carolina.  Insisting  that  every  man 
who  votes  against  a  gag  is  an  abolitionist,  and  that 
every  man  who  presents  an  abolition  Petition  in¬ 
sults  the  South,  violates  the  Constitution,  and  is 
abont  dissolving  the  Union,  they  seem  to  be  utterly 
unconscious  of  the,  fact,  that  their  own  beloved 
Carolina  has  abolitionists  within  her  borders,  has 
or  lately  had  an  Abolition  Society,  and  has  had 
her  Petitions  not  simply  for  the  Abolition  of  Sla¬ 
very  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Territo¬ 
ries,  but  for  the  “ Abolition  of  Slavery  in  the 
United  States,”  and  for  tbe  “ Prohibition  of  the 
slave  trade,  or  Internal  Traffic  between  the  stales 
under  any  pretence  whatever!”

Society,  lor  promoting  the  gradual  abolition 
of  Slavery,  praying  that  measures  may  be  adopted 
for  the  gradual  abolition  of  slavery  within  the 
United  States,  which  memorial  was  referred  to 
the  committee  upon  the  subject  of  the  suppression 
of  the  African  Slave  Trade.” 

Extract  from  the  Petition  itself. 

“At  this  day  it  is  given  up  by  most  men  of  com¬ 
mon  understanding,  that  Slavery  is  wrong  in  prin¬ 
ciple;  that  it  is  wrong  in  practice;  yet  nolwith- 1 
standing  this  is  known  and  felt  by  many,  as  ot 
laws  (which  are  said  to  be  founded  on  our  free  it 
sti tm ions  of  government)  tolerate  it;  we  still,  1 
a  nation,  and  as  individuals,  persist.  We  keep  up 
a  practice  contrary  to  the  principles  of  humanity, 
to  the  principles  of  our  free  institutions,  and  con¬ 
tra  rj>  to  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Religion, 
and  sound  policy,  and  which  will  fix  an  indelible 
stain  upon  the  character  of  the  nation,  if  persist¬ 
ed  in.

ADDRESS 

Of  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  religious  Society 
of  Friends,  commonly  called  Quakers,  in  Indi¬ 
ana,  Illinois,  the  western  part  of  Ohio,  5-c..-  to 
all  in  the  United  States  who  profess  the  Chris¬ 
tian  religion,  and  hope  for  salvation,  through 
the  mercy  and  merits  of  oitr  Lord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ. 

Dear  Brethren — “Mercy  nnto  you,  and  peace 
and  love  he  multiplied.”  Our  minds  have  been 
seriously  impressed  with  considerations  relative  to 
the  suffering  condition  of  our  fellow-men,  descend- 
nts  of  the  African  race,  who  are  subjected  to  the 
igors  of  unconditional  slavery,  deprived  not  only 
of  their  natural  rights,  hut  in  a  great  nieasnre.  the 
means  of  religious  instruction  is  withheld  from 
them,  to  the  great  injury  of  the  reputaiion  of  the 
profession  of  our  holy  religion  in  the  irwld. 

I  In  venturing  to  address  the  professois  of  the 
j  Christian  faith  on  this  very  important  subject,  we 
trust  we  shall  not  be  suspected  of  acting  from  par¬ 
ly  or  political  motives;  or  of  designing  to  excite 
feelings  in  any  which  might  lead  to  violence  and 
confusion.  Our  object  is.  tbe  performance  of  our 
religious  duty,  and  the  promotion  of  universal 
righteousness  on  the  earth.  Our  principles  are 
well  known  to  he  pacific,  consistent,  we  firmly  be- 
lieve,  with  the  doctrine  of  the  gospel,  which 
breathes  “Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  peace  on 
earth  and  good  will  to  men;”  therefore,  as  we  ct 
not  resort  to  violent  proceedings  ourselves,  to  ob¬ 
tain  or  secure  our  most  dear  and  valuable  rights; 
so  we  cannot  countenance  riotous  or  tumultuous 
proceedings  in  others  for  the  attainment  of  any  ob¬ 
ject  however  jost  or  desirable;  yet  we  believe  it  to 
he  our  religious  duty,  to  open  our  mouths  for  the 
dumb,  and  to  plead  the  cause  of  the  oppressed. 

It  has  been  long  and  generally  known,  that  we, 
a  religions  Society,  have,  both  by  example  and 
precept,  home  testimony  against  slavery.  Upon  j 
religious  grounds  we  have  home  this  testimony, 
and  upon  the  same  ground  we  continue  to  bear  it. 
In  obedience  to  the  manifestations  of  truth,  in  the 
light  of  the  gospel,  we.  have  been  enabled  to  raise 
this  standard  of  justice  against  the  practice  of  hold¬ 
ing  property  in  the  persons  of  our  fellow-men,  and 
we  remain  unshaken  in  the  same  belief;  and  we 
humbly  hope  anil  trust,  that  with  the  assistance  of 
the  grace  of  Gotl,  we  shall  maintain  it  to  the  very 
end  of  our  lives,  and  transmit  the  same  Christian 
testimony  and  practice  to  our  latest  posterity,  as 
one  of  the  best  legacies  we  can  leave  to  those  who 
shall  come  after  us  in  the  church. 

Having  in  the  capacity  of  a  religious  Society, 
washed  our  hands  Ironi  the  sin  of  slavery,  and 
having  been  favored  with  the  blessing  of  peace  in 
this  act  of  obedience  to  the  precepts  of  our  Lord 
and  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  we  should  prove  faithless 
to  the  cause  of  our  holy  religion,  and  to  that  gra¬ 
cious  Being  who  lias  bestowed  his  favors  so  boun¬ 
tifully  upon  us,  were  we  to  remain  silent  on  this 
subject,  wltilq  there  are  in  our  beloved  country 
more  than  two  millions  of  human  beings  held  in 
servile  bondage.  When  we  reflect  that  the  vic¬ 
tims  of  American  slavery,  are,  in  most  of  the 
slave-holding  Slates,  systematically  deprived  of  the 
advantages  of  knowing  huw  to  read  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  and- liable  to  be  sold  and  transferred 
from  baud  to  hand,  and  from  State  to  State,  from  the 
shores  of  the  Atlantic  to  regions  west,  and  far 
west  of  the  Mississippi;  that  the  tenderesl  and 
most  sacred  lies,  which  bind  and  endear  tbe  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  same  family  one  to  another, 
wholly  disregarded. 


And  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  situation 
in  which  these  are  placed,  and  the  great  mass  of 
deep  rooted  prejudice  which  opposeth  itself  to  the 
abolition  of  slavery,  we  are  prepared  to  say  that 
we  feel  much  Christian  sympathy  with  them  in 
this  work  of  righteousness;  which  we  trust  they 
have  been  constrained  by  tbe  love  of  Christ  to 
engage  in.  And  we  desire,  that  all  of  every  name 
and  denomination  who  have  been  thns  convinced, 
may  be  encouraged  to  labor  faithfully  in  the  lore 
and  spirit  of  the  gospel  for  its  entire  abolition. 

If  slavery  is  an  evil  to  be  deprecated  when  up¬ 
held  and  supported  by  the  Stales,  how  much  more 
to  be  deplored  is  its  existence  in  the  churches  of! 
Christ?  And  may  we  not  reasonably  cone  little, 
that  if  all  in  the  United  Slates  who  profess  the  he- 


variauce  with  the  Gospel  precept: — “All  thin; 
whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  yo 
do  ye  even  so  to  them:”  and  indeed  with  that  i 
flexible  justice  that  is  uniformly  enjoined  by  the 
holy  religion  we  all  profess,  the  religion  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

That  the  Society  of  Friends  has  been  steady, 
honest  and  conscientious,  in  its  uniform  opposi  ' 
to  slavery,  that  philanthropy  and  Inittianity  cot 
tute  the  basis  upon  which  it  has  always  advocated 
the  cause  of  freedom,  was  recently  conceded 
the  Senate  of  the  United  Stales,  in  a  courteous 
manner,  by  a  distinguished  member  of  that  body.

“Blessed  are  the  mer¬ 
ciful  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy.”  Tlfat  in  order 
to  have  the  benediction  of  heaven  secured  unto  us„ 
it  is  required  that  we  should  do  justly,  love  mercy/ 
and  walk  humbly  with  God,  is  a  position  found¬ 
ed  upon  that  authority  which  renders  it  incontro¬ 
vertible. 

While  the  love  of  Christ  cOnstraineth  us  to 
plead  for  the  devoted  and  suffering  victims  of  sla¬ 
very,  and  to  earnestly  crave  that  they  may  be  re¬ 
stored  to  the  possession  of  those  saered  rights 
which  their  Creator  hath  endowed  them  with, 
an.1  which  have  been  wrongfully  wrested  from f 
them;  we  deem  it  our  indispensable  religious  duty 
to  seek  and  desire  the  present  and  everlasting  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  slaveholder.  Ami  to  this  end  we  would 
give  this  short  but  comprehensive  evangelical  coun¬ 
sel,  viz:  Break  off  the  sin  of  oppression  by  righ¬ 
teousness,  and  the  iniquities  of  the  system  by 
showing  mercy  to  the  poor,  if  it  may  be  lengthen¬ 
ing  the  tranquillity  of  onr  nation. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  that  several  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  denominations  have,  in  their  official  capacities, 
taken  the  subject  of  slavery  into  eonsideraiion. 
and  have  been  favored  to  see  that  it  is  sinful  to 
hold  our  fellow-men  in  interminable  bondage;  that 
violation  of  the  laws  of  God,  and  an  ont- 
n  the  most  saered  rights  of  man, — an  evil 
iiieh  ought  not  to  exist  in  the  churches  of  Christ, 


concerned  to  carry'  the  Bible,  with 
the  glad  tidings  of  the  gospel  of  peace,  fife,  and 
salvation,  to  the  uncivilized  and  unconverted  na¬ 
tions  of  the  earth  that  are  afar  off,  can  we  forget 
illions  of  our  species  at  home,  who  are 
consigned  to  a  state  of  vassalage  and  its  conse¬ 
quent  degradation,  which  does  deprive  them,  nol 
only  of  their  natural  right  as  men,  but  denies  in 
them  the  inestimable  blessing  of  the  Holy  Scrip¬ 
tures.  by  forbidding  them  to  be  taught  the 
reading.  How  can  we  expect  that  our  missionary 
labors  will  be  crowned  with  the  blessing  of  Hea- 
ile  we  are  guilty  of  such  great  injustice  at 
home?  The  following  precept  of  onr  Lord  and 
Savior  Jesus  Christ,  we  believe  is  applicable  in 
this  case:  “Tbon  hypocrite,  first  cast  out  the  beam 
of  thine  own  eye;  and  then  thou  shall  see  clearly 
to  cast  the  mole  out  of  thy  hrothcr’s  eve.” 

We  feel  a  lender  solicilnde  for  all  our  dear 
brethren  who  are  involved  in  any  degree  in  this 
sin  of  oppression,  and  we  would  appeal  to  you 
individually.  Have  you  been  brought  hy  the 
power  of  Divine  grace  to  see  your  lost  and  un¬ 
done  condition  without  a  Savior,  and  so  made  to 
cry  mightily  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  his  mer¬ 
cy' — that  it  might,  through  the  blood  of  the  ever¬ 
lasting  covenant,  be  applied  to  yonr  hearts  by  the 
seal  of  his  Holy  Spirit?  If  so,  were  not  these 
days  of  tenderness,  and  contrition  of  heart,  of  un¬ 
feigned  humility,  a  time  in  which  your  hearts  were 
enlarged  with  the  love  of  Christ,  feelingly  extend¬ 
ed  both  to  God  and  the  children  of  men,  univer¬ 
sally?  because  Christ  dietl  for  them?  Did  you  not 
then  clearly  see  in  the  light  of  Christ,  that  slavery 
is  unjust,  and  that  the  divine  commandment  given 
by  the  Savior  of  men  himself,  ought,  without  com¬ 
promise,  to  he  attended  to?  viz:  “All  things  what¬ 
soever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  unto  you,  do 
ye  oven  the  same  unto  them,  for  this  is  the  law  and 
tlie  prophets.”  How,  then,  we  would  ask, 
you  rest  satisfied  in  holding  the  purchase  of  the 
precious  blood  of  Christ  in  hopeless  and  uncondi¬ 
tional  slavery?  And  we  affectionately  desire,  that 
all  who  have  been  thus  brought  into  tenderness 
and  contrition  of  heart  before  the  Lord  by  the 
power  of  his  word,  and  have  been  favored  to  see 
duty  to  him,  may  be  obedient  to  tbe  heavenly 
i,  and  confer  not  with  flush  and  blood,  lest 
they  should  be  diverted  from  following  in  simple 
obedience,  the  Lamb  of  God  which  taketli  away 
ol  the  world,  and  in  the  end  come  under 
idemitaliou  of  that  servant  who  knew  his 
master’s  will,  but  did  it  not. 

e  fervently  desire,  that  the  Church  Militant! 
be  brought,  through  the  obedience  of  faith, 
to  that  state  of  purity  so  emphatically  set  forth  by 
the  prophet  Isaiah,  ••  Violence  shall  no  more  be 
hoard  in  the  land,  wasting  nor  destruction  within 
often  torn  asunder;  and  j  thy  hordersTbut  thou  shall  call  thy  walls  salvation, 
tertain  hrii  hide  j  and  thjr  gates  praise.  The  sun  shall  he  no  more! 


thy  light  by  day;  neither  for  brightness  shall  the 
moon  give  light  unto  thee;  but  the  Lord  shall  tie 
unto  thee  an  everlasting  light,  autl  thy  Gpd  thy 

And  now,  brethren,  in  conclusion,  we  hid  you 
farewell,  earnestly  desiring  that  the  Gml  of  peace 
that  brought  again  from  the.  dead  our  Lord  Jesus, 
that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through  the 
blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  may  make  you 
perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  bis  will,  working 
in  von  that  which  is  well-pleasing  in  his  sight, 
through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  forever 
and  ever.

The  following  memorial  addressed  to  Congress 
by  lhe  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  of  New  Fork, 
was  forwarded for  insertion  by  a  friend  rf  that 
■city. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  ol  America,  in  Congress  asse 
bled— 

The  memorial  of  the  representatives  of  the 
ligious  Society  of  Friends  in  the  state  of  N 
York,  and  pans  adjacent,  at  3  meeting  held  in  l 
city  of  New  York  the  31st  day  of  the  I2th  mouth, 
■"“7. 

Respectfully  showeth — 
hat  yottr  memorialists  highly  appreciate 
magnanimous  sentiment  put  forth  in  that  import- 
■  and  justly  celebrated  state  paper,  tbe  Decla'ra- 
t  of  American  Independence,  which,  by  its 
adoption,  has  become  the  language  of  the  nation. 
We  hold  these  tiuths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all 
t  are  created  equal,  that  they'  are  endowed  by 
their  Creator  -with  certain  inalienable  rights;  that 
among  these,  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of : 
happiness.”  When  your  memorialists  reflect  that 
the  language  of  inspiration  is  in  full  confirmation, 
of  this  generous  anil  noble  view;  that  this  blessed 
and  holy  Creator  “hath  made  of  one  blood  all  na-' 
tions  of  men  to  dwell  on  »M  the'  face  of  the  earth;” 
That  all  the  human  family,  without  distinction  of 
caste  or  color,  are  the.  objects  of  Divine  mercy, 
through  the  atoning  blood  of  Christ,  “who,  by  the1 
grace  of  Gotl,  tasted  death  for  every  man,”  llteyj 
are  constrained,  by  a  sense  of  religious  duty,  to  | 
present  themselves  before  Congress,  on  behalf  of  ] 
a  large  number  of  onr  fellow-creatures  of  the  Afri¬ 
can  race,  who  are  held  in  unconditional  bondage  ia 
the  United  States. 

The  portion  of  the  Christian  church  to  which 
we  belong,  have  given  unequivocal  evidence,  that 
they  consider  slavery  in  all  its  parts  to  be  utterly  at 


Your  memorialists  deeply  regret,  however,  that 
notwithstanding  the  existing  laws,  penal  as  they 
are,  the  unjust  and  crnel  traffie  in  the  inhabitants 
of  Africa  is  at  this  day  carried  on  (in  which  it  is 
understood  our  own  citizens  largely  participate) 
to  an  extent  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  slavery. 
A  fact  that  eannot  fail  to  awaken  painful  feelings  in 
the  heart  of  the  Christian  philanthropist,  and  in¬ 
deed  the  solemn  inquiry,  “how  can  we  expert  that 
the  blessings  of  Heaven  will  he  continued  to  our 
beloved  country,  with  such  a  weight  of  guilt  rest¬ 
ing  upon  it?” 

Your  memorialists  would  therefore  most  res¬ 
pectfully  but  earnestly  beseech  Congress  to  make 
such  further  provisio'n,  as  in  its  wisdom  may  be 
deemed  effectual  to  protect  the  unoffending  inhab¬ 
itants  of  Africa  from  the  grasp  ul  unprincipled 
men,  who,  for  the  lust  of  ;rain,  are  wresting  her 
children  from  her,  and  eoti-iguing  them  to  hopeless 
bondage. 

Your  memorialists  would  also  stale  their  deep 
conviction  of  the  sin  an.l  degradation  that  rest 
upon  our  country,  By  the  internal  traffie.  in  the  per¬ 
sons  of  our  fellow-men  by  this  iniquitous  and  dis¬ 
graceful  trade,  scarcely  second  to  the  foreign  trade 
itself;  the  most  tender  connections  are  severed  with 
infpttnity  in  a  manner  shocking  to  the  feelings  of 
humanity— while  slavery  is  steadily  spreading  i 
blighting  influence  over  our  widely  extended  <h 
an  extent  calculated  to  excite  very  sedot 
anticipations  for  the  future,' dcm«»ding,  as  yot 
memorialists  most  solemnly  believe,  the  full  axe. 
cise  of  all  the  constitutional  powers  Congress  is 
in  possession  of,  to  put  at)  effectual  check  to  this 
accumulating  evil,  by  which  the  stain  upon  o 
tional  character  is  also  made  more  indelible. 

Well  might  a  popular  statesman  of  our 
limes  exclaim  lu  consideration  of  the  enormity  of 
slavery.  “I  tremble  for  my  country  wlti  n  I  cunsi- 
der  that  God  is  just,  that  his  justice  cannot  sleep 
forever,  and  that  <ui  exchange  of  circumstances  is 
among  probable  events — the  Almighty  has  no  at¬ 
tribute  that  can  take  akh  s  with  tts  in  such  i  con¬ 
flict.”  In  conclusion,  your  memorialists  feel  deep¬ 
ly  on  this  great  and  exciting  subject,  they  have  no 
wish  to  increase  excitement — they  have  the  good 
of  the  master,  the  slave,  and  the  whole  country  at 
heart— believing  as  they  do,  that  the  captive 
must  be  permitted  to  go  free,  “and  every  yoke  be 
broken,”  either  by  the  timely  application'  of  hu¬ 
mane  and  virtuous  means,  or  in  default  of  these, 
by  the  operation  of  those  laws  ol  Providence  that 

i  break  in  pieces  the  manacles  of  the  oppressed, 

a  reed  is  broken. 

They  desire  to  unite  with  all  true  Christi; 
every  where,  in  humble  and  reverent  jiraver, 
that  Almighty  being  in  whose  hnul  is  the  ilcsti 
of  nations,  that  lie  may  so  influence  the  couneils 
of  the  nation,  and  so  iinhuo  the  hearts  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  with  his  love,  and  an  abiding  sense  of  his  om¬ 
nipotence.  that  by  a  united  and  generous  energy  of 
mind,  tbe  great  object  of  our  solicitude  may  be 
attained — the  solemn  duty  that  we  owe  to  tbe  des¬ 
cendants  of  Africa  be  performed,  and  onr  beloved 
country  be  blessed  with  peace,  quiet,  and  tlie

WI1AT  THEY  THINK  OF  IT  IN  ENGLAND. 

I  When  the  I  rustecs  of  the  Episcopal  SeminarvI 
last  June  rejected  the  petition  of  a  colored  candi¬ 
date  for  holy  orders,  to  be  received  as  a  student — 

I  thus  violating  an  express  statute  which  they  w 
solemnly  bound  toobserve^to  establish  a  system  of 
caste — in  conformity  with  the  prejudice  of  the  age,  I 
they  little  thought,  after  their  cowardly  attempts  to 
conceal  the  fuels  of  the  case  by  excluding  them 
from  the  printed  minutes,  that  the  whole  matter 
would  be  published  in  England;  that  the  true  sons 
of  the  Mother  Church,  her  mitred  prelates,  and 
high-toned  churchmen,  and  learned  divines,  would 
hear  the  story  of  their  apostacy.  and  learn  hmv 
little  the  Episcopal  clergy  on  this  side  of  the  At¬ 
lantic,  so  zealous  in  the  matter  of  forms,  care  for 
.  the  ancient  principles  and  practice  of  the  church, 
unless  they  are  sanctioned  by  the  test  of  expedi¬ 
ency;  and  how,  with  all  their  professed  veneration 
for  the  office  of  Bishop,  they  can  set  down  a  Right 
Rev.  Father  who  would  have  protested  against 
their  crouching  before  the  prejudices  of  the  popu¬ 
lace,  instead  of  standing  erect  in  the  dignity  and 
fearlessness  of  a  holy  faith,- — with  as  iittle  cere¬ 
mony  and  compunetfori,  as,  while  preaching  upon 
the  duly  of  unity,  they  exclude  a  fellow  church¬ 
man  Bom  the  Seminary  for  the  hue  of  his  sin.

“contentedness  and  happiness”  of  “the  patriarchal 
institution,  ’  some  time  in  the  fall  of  1837.  and  has 
ce  been  seen  “dressed  in  a  blue  cloth  coal 
tlal(*is,  and  perhaps  a  black  hat.”  Mr.  Ham¬ 
m's  anxiety  to  get  his  truant  "Jim”  back  again 
10  <?reat’  'hat  he  avows  his  willingness  not  only 
to  pay  the  three  hundred  dollars  (a  part  of  “Jim's” 
earnings  probably  kept'  hack  hy  fraud)  hut  “all  le¬ 
gal  and  reasonable  charges  necessarily  incurred  in 
his  apprehension,”  is  “a  good  country 

blacksmith;  is  capable  of  being  a  good  house  ser¬ 
vant,  ostler,  or  farm  hand;  sensible,  smart,  and  in¬ 
genious.”  If  all  this  is  true,  Mr.  Hamilton's 
chance  of  recovering  the  fugitive  is  in  one  particu¬ 
lar  like  “Jim’s”  hands  and  fret,  which  arc  describ¬ 
ed  ns  “rather  slim  anti  Long.”  \  “sensible" 
will  naturally  prefer  freedom  to  slavery,  and  once 
nut  of  the  bouse  of  bondage,  will  very  likely  prove 
himself  sufficiently  “smart  and  ingenious”  to  keep 
out  of  the  dutches  of  the  inan-cutdior.  Mr.  Ham¬ 
ilton  is  so  exceedingly  definite  in  describing  the 
probable  whereabouts  of  the  runaway,  that  we 
feel  constrained  to  copy  a  portion  of  his  advertise¬ 
ment  as  a  model  to  he  studied  !>y  negro-catchers 
through  all  lime  to  come:  “He  lias  probably  a 
forged  pass  or  free  papers  in  some  other  name,  and 
quite  likely  he  was  conducted  by  some  evil-dispos.

bly  at  this  time  may  be  cither  in  Philadelphia.  New 
York,  or  some  other  city  or  town,  north  nr  east  of 
them,  or  perhaps  he  may  be  in  or  about  Pittsburgh, 
or  si, II  further  off  in  s  jtne  of  the  Western  States.** 
There’s  for  you  kidnappers’  Now  hard  upon  the 
track,  one  and  all, 

•■Mongrel,  puppy,  wlirlp.  and  hound, 

And  curs  of  low  degree.” 

Three  hundred  dollars  and  all  dnrges  paid!— a 
•urn  not  to  he  sneezed  at  in  these  baiikruprimakS 
times,!  Press  on! — your  prey  is  nearly  cornered, 
inter,  from  i|le  fact  that  "most  probably” 
iy  he”  either  north  or  oast  of  New  York, 
l  of  Pittsburgh,  or  somewhere  in  the  mteiJ 
mediate  spae'e!  A  fine  prospect,  truly,  for  tfnwc 
who  “ride  to  the  hunting  of  men?” 

We  think  "Jim”  is  in  Queen  Victoria’s  domin¬ 
ie.  If  he  is  not,  and  will  call  upon  us.  we  pledge 
ourself  to  help  him  on  his  journey  thitherward, 
Mr.  Hamilton's  three  hundred  dollars  to  the  con- 
imry  notwithstanding.— Christian  Witness .

The  fifth  Anniversary  of  the  Ohio  Anti-slavery 
Society  will  be  held  at  Massillon,  Stark  county 
on  Wednesday,  the  27th  day  of  next  May — com 
fnerrcing  at  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  in  the  Baptist 
church. 

It  wiil  he  a  meeting  of  great  importance. — 
Measures  have  already  been  taken  to  give  it  effi¬ 
ciency  and  interest.  A  large  delegation  from  the 
northern  part  of  Ohio,  it  is  expected,  will  attend: 
and  we  trust  our  friends  in  the  southern  parts  of 
the  state  will  not  be  remiss.  We  expect  to  be  fa¬ 
vored  with  the  presence  and  co-operation  ot  seve¬ 
ral  able  and  eloquent  speakers,  among  whom  We 
are  at  liberty  now  to  name  Mr.  Blanchard. 

One  of  the  leading  questions  which  will  come 
up  for  discussion  and  settlement,  will  respect  the 
political  duties  of  abolitionists.  The  times  ate 
critical.  Much  wisdom  is  demanded  for  the  right 
management  of  our  cause.

of  peace,  engaged  in  a  lawful  voyage,  is,  according  to  the 
ofSgHnBs;  under  ihe  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  State 
Ihich  her  flag  belongs,  as  much  so  as  if  constituting  a  part 
of  its  own  domain. 

Resolved,  That  if  such  ship  or  vessel  should  lie  forced, 
by  stress  of  weather  or  other  unavoidable  cause,  into  the  port 
I  of  a  friendly  Tower,  she  would,  under  the  same  laws,  lose 
ne  of  the  rights  appertaining  to  her  on  the  high  seas,  hut, 
the  contrary,  she  and  her  cargo  and  persons  on  board, 

I  with  their  property,  and  all  the  rights  belonging  to  their  per¬ 
sonal  relations,  as  established  by  the  laws  of  the  State  to 
which  they  belong,  would  he  under  the  protection  whichthe 
.vs  of  nations  extend  to  the  unfortunate  under  such  circum- 
tnegs. 

\  Resolved,  That  the  brig  Enterprize,  which  was  forced 
[avoidably  by  stress  of  weather  into  Port  Hamilton,  Ber¬ 
muda  Island,  while  on  a  lawful  voyage  on  thejiigh  seas  from 
me  part  Of  the  Union  to  another,  comes  within  the  principles 
uihraced  in  the  foregoing  resolutions;  and  that  the  seizure 
land  detention  of  the  negroes  on  board  by  the  local  authori- 
lf  the  Isjund  was  an  act  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  na- 
I  lions,  aud  highly  unjust  to  our  citizens  to  whom  they  he¬ 
ifer's.” 

One  •would  think  that  this  restless  man  had  al¬ 
ready  sufficiently  tested  the  virtue  of  resolutions, 
satisfy  him  of  their  impotence.  The  last  reso¬ 
lution  deserves  notice.  It  declares  that  the  sei-

“The  citizens  of  Ohio,”  it  says,  “are  not  inqui¬ 
ring  about  a  United  States  Bank,  nor  permitting 
their  minds  to  be  drawn  away  from  the  care  of 
their  rights  and  liberties  by  the  bug-bear  of  abo¬ 
lition-  They  are  satisfied  that  Banks,  sub-treasu¬ 
ries,  slavery,  anti-slavery,  are  all  but  as  dust-in 
the  balance  compared  with  the  true  question  in- 
volvetHn  this  controversy.  We  have  said  before, 
and  we  here  repeat,  that  Executive  Power 
riding  over  public  liberty,  and  Political  Corrup- 
sapping  the  foundation  of  publie  virtue. 
And  these  cere  the  true  issues."  Now,  if  the  con 
siderate  editor  of  this  paper  were  a  slave  on  a  rice 
plantation,  fed  like  a  beast,  and  driven  to  his  task 
by  the  lash,  he  would  be  mightily  tempted  to  think, 
that  slavery  was  somewhat  heavier  than  the  mere 
dust  in  the  balance;  and  yet  there  are  three  mill- 
5us  of  human  beings,  who  stand  as  high 
egard  of  the  Creator  of  all  things,  as  Mr.  Mil¬ 
ler;  precisely  in  that  predicament.  O,  what  a 
perfectly  insignificant  affair  is  slavery,  compared 
ith  supposed  Executive  abuses  !  It  is  not  “Ex¬ 
ecutive  Power”  that  is  riding  over  public  liberty, 
much,  as  Slave-holding  Power.  What 
abuse  of  Executive  prerogative  can  be  compared 
with  that  most  transeen-Jant  outrage  committed  re- 
Utly  on  the  right  of  pelilion  by  the  “Slave-hol¬ 
ding  Power?”  Audyet,  this  vigiiantsentinelover 
the  liberties  of  his  country,  forgot  to  notice  this 
outrage!  That  an  editor  should  be  eternally  har¬ 
ping about  “political  corruption,”  and  abuses  of  Ex¬ 
ecutive  power,  while  he  suffers  to  pass  unnoticed, 
bestows  his  approbation  on,  acts  which  would 
dishonor  the  veriest  despotism  on  earth,  is  an 
anomaly  peculiar  to  this  land  of  light  and  lib¬ 
erty. 

•‘DEFINING  MY  POSITION.” 

Defining  one’s  position  has  becoflie  of  late  a 
ost  important  duty.  Congress-men  must  define 
their  position— editors  must  define  their  position 

— every  body  most  define  his  position.  Well _ 

the  mania  has  got  hold  of  us — we  too  shall  have 
to  define  our  position; — not  so  much  for  the  sake 
of  commending  our  consistency,  as  on  account  ofj 
our  relations  to  the  anti-slavery  cause  in  this  state. 

He  that  is  fully  committed  in  any  course,  can¬ 
not  understand  how  it  is,  that  a  man  should  wish  to 

preserve  himself,  even  for  a  time,  uncommitted.- _ 

'EKewbsence  of  an  expression  of  opinion  against 
what  he  is  in  the  habit  of  denouncing,  he  is  apt  to 
construe  into  an  indication  of  favor  towards  the  thing 
denounced.  On  this  principle  alone,  can  we  ex¬ 
plain  the  strange  misconception  of  a  few  of  our 
friends  respecting' our  course  towards  General  Har- 
No  sooner  was  this  gentleman  announced  as 
a  candidate  for  the  presidency,  ihan  some  of  the 
i-slavery  prints  began  to  hunt  up  every  circum¬ 
stance  which  could  tell  against  him  in  the  minds 
of  abolitionists.  He  was  denounced  unsparingly. 
The  rest  of  the  anti-slavery  papers  soon  joined 
in  the  general  clamor.  We  thought  they  were  too 
hasty.  No  harm  would  have  come  from  waiting 
‘  while,  and  giving  Gen.  H.  a  chanee  of  revo¬ 
king  his  evil  speeches  about  abolitionists.  We 
feel  free  to  commit  ourselves.  All  the 
information  we  could  get  on  Gen.  Harrison’s  sen¬ 
timents  or  doings,  in  regard  to  slavery,  we  laid 
before  our  readers — forbearing  any  expression 
of  opinion,  not  assumiug  to  give  advice,  and  an¬ 
swering  questions  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  pledge 
ourselves  pro  or  con. 

This  course  has  strangely  been  mistaken  by  a 
highly  esteemed  friend.  In  a  letter,  of  recent  dale, 
he  accuses  us  of  having  concluded  to  go  for  Har¬ 
rison  and  Tyler— of  having  committed  ourselves 
openly  and  decidedly  in  their  cause. 

The  fact  that  our  friend,  a  man  of  candor  and 
temperate  judgment,  (although  an  advocate  for  a 
third  party,)  should  have  so  misconstrued  our 
eourse,  leads  Us  lo  suspect  that  others  may  have 
imbibed  the  same  notion. 

This  leads  us  to  make  an  avowal,  which  we  had 
intended  to  defer.  It  is,  that  unless  we  can  have 
better  evidence  than  i 


i  our  possession, 
that  General  Harrison,  if  elected,  will  act  in  |,e. 
half  of  liberty  against  slavery,  we  cannot  give  him 
our  vote.  Hitherto,  we  have  deemed  it  our  duty 
to  do  nothing,  that  would  alieuate  the  sympathies 
of  the  friends  of  the  slave — nothing  that  would  re¬ 
pel  those  who  were  disposed  to  regard  favorably 
the  cause  of  human  rights — nothing  that  wouffi 
throw  ohstaeles  in  the  way  of  the  advancement  of  | 
truth — by  volunteering  au  opinion,  where  i 
could  do  no  good.  The  suspicion,  the  palpal, 
misconception  to  which  this  has  subjected  us 
makes  it  necessary  to  state  precisely  our  position. 

In  making  this  avowal,  we  have  no  hesitation 
iu  expressing  the  opinion,  that  the  cause  of  hu¬ 
man  rights  would  be  the  gainer  from  the  over¬ 
throw  of  the  present  administration,  subserving 
as  it  does,  the  entire  purposes  of  the  slave  holder. 
This  will  be  inducement  enough  in  the  minds  of  | 
some,  to  give  General  Harrison  their  support. 

In  our  own  mind,  it  does  not  constitute  an  ade¬ 
quate  motive.  The  evil  of  men  may  be  and  often 
is,  overruled  for  good,  but  this  is  no  reason  why 
I  should  become  an  evil-doer.  We  ought  to  seek 
for  gain  upon  right  principles.  The  sound  prin¬

By  this  principle  I  abide,  for  weal  or  for  woe. 

Do  we  therefore,  proscribe  those  who  differ 
with  us  in  this  matter  ?  By  no  means.  W 
claim  no  authority  to  bind  their  judgments,  ord 
rootlhefE’jn  ibe  exercise  of  the  right  of  suffrage 
Intolerance  we  abhor.  If  all  ab.  iufonms  arctic 
now  prepared  to  come  up  to  our  standard  of  polit¬ 


ical  action,  let  us  reason  with  them,  but  not  de¬ 
nounce  them.  Let  dogmatism  and  impatience 
be  eschewed,  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  we  shall  harmonize  in  our  views  w 
regard  to  the  political  duties  of  abolitionists. 
The  unpleasant  divisions,  and  angry  discussions 
which  have  arisen  elsewhere,  from  a  desire  to  force 
the  whole  body  of  abolitionists  into  the  adoption 
of  principles  or  measures,  supposed  to  be  necessa 
i  perfect  the  good  work,  should  admonish  us 
to  grant  liberty  in  doubtful,  that  we  may  hav 
unity  in  necessary,  things. 

In  conclusion,  we  remark,  that,  until  we  cause 
clearly  how  we  are  to  benefit  our  cause,  by  tnec 
dling  greatly  with  the  present  presidential  contest, 
we  shall  for  the  most  part  let  it  alone.  When  a 
man  cannot  see  his  way  before  him,  he  had  better 
stop  till  the  light  shines. 

Any  political  movement  now,  on  the  part  of  ab¬ 
olitionists,  in  regard  to  foe  presid@itial  election, 
give  a  very  imperfect  indication  of  their  real 
power,  and  will  tend  to  prevent  their  entire  union, 
at  no  distant  period,  under  an  efficient  plan  of  ac¬ 
tion,  and  more  favorable  circumstances .  What 

is  the  use  of  dividing  our  ranks  irretrievably, 
when,  by watting  a  little  while,  the  whole  host  ofj 
abolitionists  would  be  brought,  through  providen¬ 
tial  instrumentalities  most  likely,  to  unite  as  one 
man,  ir.  wielding  their  political  power  against  sbJ 
very  ?  “He  that  believeth  shall  not  make  haste.”

Controversies  in  which  person¬ 
al  libertv  is  at  stake,  are  always  considered  of  importance. 
The  question  is  one  of  property,  and  as  such  must  he  de¬ 
cided.  We  are  not  permitted  to  inquire  into  the  policy  or 
propriety  of.  slavery.  It  is  a  well  understood  fact,  that  the 
people  of  the  south  never  would  have  consented  to  liecome 
parties  to  the  constitution,  under  which  we  as  a  people  have 
all  enjoyed  so  much  prosperity,  unless  tbetr  property  in 
slaves  had  been  secured.  To  this  end  it  is  provided  by  the 
2nd  section  of  the  4th  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  Slates,  That  *no  person  held  to  service  or  labor  iu 
one  Sirup,  under  the  laws  thereof. 'escaping  into  another, 
shall,  in  consequence  of:  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  he 
discharged  from  such  service  or  labor,  may  he  due.’ 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  does  not  establish 
slavery.  On  this  point  some  are  in  error,  slavery  existed 
before  it  was  adopted.  Slavery  is  left  for  state  legislation. 
Jt  is  hy  the'  Constitu'ion  of  the  Slates,  and  laws  thereof, 
that  slavery  is  created,  enacted  at.d  regulated.  When  sla¬ 
very  is  established  by  a  state  of  this  Union,  then  this 
right  of  properly  is  secured  by  the  section  just  quoted,  from 
legislation  ir,  any  other  State.  Slavery  is  not  called  by  that 
name  in  that  instrument,  it  is  called  service  or  labor. 

The  fugitive  from  service  or  labor,  is  to  be  delivered  up, 
but  the  manner  is  left  for  legislative-  regulation.
